Pursuant to the Arizona Code of Judicial Administration (“ACJA”) § 7-
206(LY(9)(e)(2):

The board shall determine whether extenuating circumstances exist. In
reviewing the request, the board shall consider if the certified reporter has
been unable to devote sufficient hours to fulfill the requirements during the
certification period because of:
(a) full-time service in the armed forces of the United States during
a substantial part of the certificate period;
(b) an incapacitating illness documented by a statement from a
currently licensed health care provider;
(c) a physical inability to travel to the sites of approved programs
documented by a statement from a currently licensed health
care provider, or
